Los Angeles, Oct. 18.—Notwithstanding 


the defense in the MeXamara trial at the 
opening of court today had tentatively 
accepted six talesmen, prospects for the 
final empaneling of a jury within a pe- 
riod of less than a month were not con- 
sidered bright.

about the past life of the talesmen nnd 
an instance of its investigation subse- 
quent to a practical acceptance in court 
of a tnlosmaft on Monday was that of

once had some difficulty as an employer 
of non-union men.

for examination, has let it be known 
that it will just ns vigorously oppose any 
talesmen being sworn as jurors who are 
fixed in their ideas that the Times dis- 
aster was caused by a gas explosion. An

^While the packers are growing richer 
and rich each year and the consumer 
is paying more'amr'more for his beef, 
figures recently compiled show that the 
producers of 'cattle are receiving less 
for thefr output, beef steers often selling 
for less than the cost of production. 
The movement launched by Lasater, ana 
•which -will be.made nation-wide, seeks 
to know why the price of beef goes up 
•when the price of cattle goes down. 


The determined fight is the result of a 


conference recently held ,at Fort Worth. 
called by President Lasater. of the Texas 
Cattle Kaisers' association, which was 
attended by representatives from 
the 


Texas Farmers' congress, 
the 
Texas 


Farmers' ttnion and delegates from many 
commercial bodies. 


At the. conference it was shown that; 
it cost $21.0fi to raise a yearling steer 
on the range, and that by the time the 
steer was of age and in condition for 
butchering the average cost is $73-Ofi. 
Lasater recently marketed 270 head ah'd 
received an average of -$1!>.21 less thafh' 
the actual cost a head for production. 
This condition means ruin to cattle pros 
ducers. Despite the fact that the pro- 
duction, the steer which costs the packer 
154.28 is sold to the consumer at close 
to $165 gross. Who gets this 300 per 
cent, addition is what the, producers, as 
well us the consumers, are anxious to 
. find out. 


To fight effectively the great packers, 


with their millions of dollars of ca'ptial- 
,tn« Texas cattle producers and the'con- 
'•umers of beef have decided on the or- 
ganization of the Texas Cattle Raisers' 
Sales Directing agens». with a capital 
*to«k of $3.000.000. The principal office 
will be in Fort Worth, with branch of- 
fices in St. Louis and Chicngo. The pur- 
p.ose is to assist the producer in petting 
better prices for his cattle, hogs, sheep 
and calves and to instruct him regarding 
tie greater markets. The Texas cattle 
raisers will subscribe $1 ,">00,ObO' of the. 
stock. This amount will be obtained by 
levying $1 a-head on the cattle turned 
over to thfi ussocifltinn. The remainder 
of the $3,000.000 'will be subscribed by 
other interest-". It will work in the same 
manner that the Truck Growers' nssnt-i- 
ution of'thii state, which has saved nvl- 
lions"of dollar* atmunll'y to gardeners.

Presently they 
found their little craft alongside Ad- 
miral Salt's flagship and between the 
fire of the two forces. From that spot

The launch and its 


crew withdrew and as they did so they 
were fired upon by men who had bepn 
landed from the warships. 'Fortunately 
comrades of their assailants interfered, 
the shooting ceased and the correspond- 
ents escaped tmhiirt. 


Battle Lasted Several Hours.

)f the "Chesapeake. The Philippine oyn- 
er is said to weigh, when full grown, 
about four pounds, but the flesh is not 
so nbundant as one might expect from 
the size of the mollusc. Its thick and 
leavy shell in deeply ridged. 


In addition there i» the hammerhead 


oyster, much prized by the Filipinos, 
smaller in size but more delicious in 
flavor. Its name is held to describe itn 
shape pretty accurately. Then. too. the 
Philippines have a specie" of mangrove 
oyster, not much larger than a silver 
dollar, which is esteemed mont highly 
by good livers in the islands. 


"Most remarkable of the 
Philippine 


molluscs i» a species whose"shells arc 
used in the island* for window panes. 
It is a bivalve, six inches in diameter, 
somewhat like ft clam. A living speci- 
men freshly taken from the water, i« 
so flat and "thin that, hy holding it up 
to the light, one can, it is said, look 
through it.
